A Mnstltt Th.it Destroys Felines ami

Then Submits to Punishment.
A Massachusetts gentleman bus a

large dog, a cross between an English

HOKROßS OF LEPROSY.
Medical Science Baffled by the

Droad Scourgo.

How tho lllscnso Is I'ropujrntrO! In the
Holy Land.The Strange Treat-

uicot of Lopera I» tho I'ijl
Ialnnds.

It is a rather remarkable tiling that
medical science is still in such a state
of deplorable ignorance with regard to
the disease of leprosy, says the St.
Louis ülobo-Demorat. In all other ail¬
ments the progress of the lost twenty-live years has been such as to warrant
the hope that the time will come when
there is no complaint from which a
human being suffers which cannot bo
diagnosed end treated with success.
But in leprosy tho progress, if any, is
slow. In India to-day the leper is as
common as he was many years ago.You meet him about the streets, you
sec him begging under the verandas of
every house of the wealthy.
The lepers are isolated, cast out from

even their own family, and it has been
recorded that the government has had
to interfere to prevent a father buryinghis own son alive in order to prevent a
spread of the malady. In the HolyLand the lepers arc to bo met with
roaming about and begging from everyvisitor, and indeed in several other
parts of the world they are to bo met
with in equal numbers. Tho English
government has sent out many com¬
missions4 to India to inquire into the
subject, but s<> far little has been ac¬
complished. There is not as yet suffic¬
ient hospital accommodation, and so
the lepers wander about in some of the.
out-of-the-way places, and the dis¬
ease is propagated. In connection with
the subject there is a curious tiling as
to a eure in tho Fiji islands.

It is recorded, by a missionary who
has himself heard the laic from one
who actually experienced whnl he nar¬
rates. The cure Is effected by the poi¬
sonous juice of the sintigngu und the
process is this: The victim is taken in¬
to a house away from tho center of the
population. He is stripped of his
clothe;- and his body rubbed with green
leaves. Then a small tire is lighted
and a few pieces of the sinngaga laid
on it. When tho smoke begins to as¬
cend the man is bound hnnd and foot
and lifted over the lire until his head
reaches about fifteen inches above
the ground. There he is allowed to
writhe in his agony for sometimes
hours, till it is thought he lias been suf-
ficicntly smoked. Then the body is
gashed and allowed to bleed freely.The man may live or die. For the
time he is left lying on tho rough pnl-iet prepared for him. If ho lives be
gets better. That at least was the ease
with tho man of whom the missionary'wrote.

A TRAVELED TRAMP.
Seventy, IIa« Itccn Around the Worlil ami

Never Worfcoil Nor Drank.
"I never worked; 1 was never in a

poorhonsc; I am a professional tramp;
yes, gentlemen, a professional tramp;but I never begged of anybody. I
tramped over the world twice, yet there
is nobody who can say an ill word of
tne. People took sympathy on mo
that i- bow I got along; they fed and
clothed tne and gave tne shelter. This,
gentlemen, has been my life for lifty-cight years.-'

In ibis strain Joseph Clinton, an
emaciated and weather-scarred old man
of nearly seventy years, told his pa¬thetic story to the officials at the Phila¬
delphia hospital the other day. says the
Philadelphia Record. Despite his worn
und broken-down appearance ho has
the refinement of one used to better
tilings, and one whom hard experiencehas taught much
When but eight years old both of

Clinton's parents died and left him
alone. He admits with candor that ho
has never done a stroke of work in his
life. He has simply existed. In win¬
ter his sleep was snatched in barns,
with blankets pitying neighbors gavehim to shield him from the cold. In
summer he sought, rest on the grass.

It was a mortifying event to the crip¬pled old man to be compelled to enter a
workhouse. Unusually intelligent, he
asserts that he never touched a drop of
liquor, while his language is easy and
lluent. and his general deportment that
of a man in easy circumstances.
